Ulysses Grant was the 18th Presi- 
dent of the United States. He attended 
West Point, where he distinguished himself 
as not only a master horseman, but for his 
deep understanding of military tactics. His 
military leadership first came to public 
attention during the Mexican/American 
War, though he was forced in 1854 to 
resign his commission due to excessive 
drinking. 

Grant's commission was reinstated 


at the outbreak of the War Between The 
States in 1860. In 1864, he became the 
commander of all field Union forces and 
he became legendary for two traits; a gruff, 
almost non-military demeanor and his 
single-minded obsession with the "uncon- 
ditional surrender" of the entire Confeder- 
acy. 

In 1865, he captured Robert E. Lee 
and was instrumental in the declaration of 
surrender at the Appomattox courthouse. 

Based on this and his war record, 
Grant was nominated for President on the 
Republican ticket in 1868. He easily 
defeated Democratic nominee Horatio 
Seymour, in spite of his lack of aptitude 
for politics. Recognizing this deficiency, 
Grant filled his cabinet with men whom he 
trusted. Unfortunately, very few of them 
were worthy of this trust and they took 
advantage of, and manipulated his reliance 
on them. 

Although accusations of corruption 
were erupting within his administration as 
early as 1870, Grant was re-elected in 
1872. The following year, a severe depres- 


sion, known as the "Great Panic" struck the 


economic base of the country. Though it 
was attributed at the time to the aftermath 
of the War, it was actually due to the 
machinations of Jay Gould and Jim Fisk. 

Defeated in the election of 1876, 
Grant attempted a banking career, but was 
swindled out of his assets. 

He died in 1885, after writing his 
memoirs with Samuel Clemens. This series 
of military biographies eventually earned 
over half a million dollars for his family.

Miguelito Loveless was born from 
the union of an American "filibuster" and 
Don Maria Concepicion DeVega. 

His mother's family, the DeVegas, 


_ owned almost half of California, granted to 


them by the King of Spain well over a 
century before. Miguelito was afflicted 
with dwarfism, a birth defect that kept him 
from growing much over a height of three 
feet. 

But though his body was stunted, 
his intellectual prowess was truly Olym- 
pian. Sequestered from the the outside 


_ world on his family's vast estate, 


Miguelito's every whim was indulged. 
Through private tutoring from some of the 
most brilliant minds in the world, he was 
able to earn a doctorate in his late teens, 
and Miguelito devoted his life to bettering 
humankind. Unfortunately, the American/ 
Mexican war decreed his idyllic existence 
was not to continue. 

Miguelito's family's land was 
appropriated by the victorious United 
States, and his mother, dispossessed and 
grief-stricken, passed away shortly thereaf- 
ter. Broken hearted, the young Doctor 
Loveless went to Europe, hoping that his 
scientific theories would gain acceptance. 
Instead, he met rebuff after rebuff. 

Because of the many rejections, 
Loveless' original motivations slowly 
changed to a bitter resentment. 

In the late 1860s, Loveless returned 
to America, where he set up shop in San 
Francisco as a "criminal consultant", 
offering his acute mind for hire in the 


planning of criminal acts. 


Within a few years, Loveless was 
no longer a mere consultant of criminals, 
but their master. Confident in his growing 
power base, Loveless determined to regain 
California through extortion, and it was 
this incident in which James West and 
Artemus Gordon first crossed swords with 
the diminutive genius. 

Loveless clashed with the two men 
repeatedly over the years, but by the end 
of the 1870s, Loveless had disappeared. 
Reports surfaced in the mid-80s that he 
had died some years before, but not before 
fathering a son and daughter. 

A young man claiming to be 
Miguelito Loveless, Junior did try to kill 
West and Gordon in 1885, but to date, no 
one has verified whether he was actually 
Loveless' son or a deranged imposter.

That Spencer was a self-indulgent 
hypochondriac evidently held no irony to either himself or his followers. 

The Knights of the Golden Circle, impatient for change, took that 
philosophy to its extreme. And in a book like The Wild, Wild West, 


the real and the extreme mix easily - if only because the two are some- 
times closer than we think.
